A DIVORCE FILED AND ONE DECIDED

Samuel B. Grifiths, Esq., of Mercer
eounty, vesterday presented to Judge Reed,
of the TTnited States Distriet Court, n peti-
tion for a mandamus on Albert Glenn, post-
master of Sandy Lake, Pa., to compel him
tno deliver to the petitioner the mail*ad-
dressed to the Bconomioal Mutusl Benefit
Association of Sandy Lake, Pa. Griffiths
e receiver of the association, whieh became
fnsolvent some time ago, Tt is stated that
the receiver has aseertained that during the
elght or ten vears the company was in oper-
ation there was pmid to it between $400,000
and E50a 000, Of this amount, howerver, he
hes only been able to discover what has be-
eome of about 150,000, and necessary books
and papers have disappeared.

In the meautime, it is siated, complaints
had been made to the postoffice department
that the company was using the mailsina
seheme to defrand. The Postoffice Ex-
aminer wns put to work on the case, and
sfter looking over the ground, he directed
the postmasierat Sandy Lake not 1o deliver
to the company or its officers any of the mail
nddressed to it, but to hold it pending a
further investigation, The master
oheved instructions, and quite a lot of mail
for the association has accumulsated in the
postoffiee. Tt is at this juncture that Re-
ceiver Griffiths, desiring to obtain all in-
formation possible sbout the affnirs of the
sesncintion, and if pessible, ascertain what
has become of the money paid in to it, pre-
sents his petition for the mandamus on the
postmaster.  He wanis delivered to him all
mail addreseed to the association or C. B,
Fnlton, Seerstary of it.

When Mr. Griffiths presented his petition
Judge Reed said he was in doubt as te
whether the Court had jorisdietion to grant
the petition, He directed Mr. Griffit™s fo
present to the Court the law authorizing
the Court to act in the matter. Mr. Grif-
fiths accordingly withdrew his petition and
=tarted ont to look up authorities.  He will
likely again present the paper to-day, when
it will be resisted by United States Distriet
Attorney Lyons, -
